Our current bylaws require that 
any proposed changes “shall be presented to the Board of Directors, 
published by US Mail to the members or published in the Carrier 
by US Mail and/or electronic means, and approved by two-thirds of 
the members present at the next regular membership meeting fol- 
lowing such publication.”

PACIFICON 15 M Perhaps the most consequential proposal is a request to increase the 
Board’s authority to spend unbudgeted funds without a membership 


vote from the current $600.00 to $1,000.00. The $600 limit has 
been in place for several years and inflation takes its toll. Including 
SAN RAMON CA this revision now could prevent another bylaws revision proposal in 
the near future. 


AMATEUR RADIO CONVENTION 


The only other significant change really only clarifies current prac- 
tice. Article 5, Section 5 provides for Life Memberships. The pro- 
posal clarifies that Life Members pay no dues. (As an aside, the 

. Club has awarded a total of seven Life Memberships, one of which 
Aviiliatec is now a Silent key. See our Directory for a list of names.)

PRESIDENT’S QTC 


The schools are starting up again, or will soon, depending on your district. Didn’t they let out for the summer 
just a couple of weeks ago? Wow. Anyway, the start of school means Autumn is approaching, and Autumn 
means two things: winterizing your gear and Pacificon. 


It’s particularly important to check your gear this Fall. The signs are strong that El Nino will bring us an extra 
wet rainy season. Along with all that rain will come wind, and maybe lightning; all of which can damage your 
systems if they aren’t in good shape. It also means a greater risk of flooding, downed trees blocking roads, 
power outages, telephone & cell service outages and other events that can quickly become emergencies. 


The result is that your gear could be damaged and out of service just when it’s needed to help in an emergency; 
or to help yourself. So, while the weather is still good, inspect your antennas, their mounts, your cables and con- 
nectors. Reseal and waterproof anything that looks iffy. Make sure the cables are secured to the mast so they 
won’t blow around. You might even want to run another SWR sweep of your antenna and cable system, to make 
sure they’re still good on the inside. Check your ground system and make sure all the connections are tight and 
the wiring intact. Blow the dust bunnies out of your radios and PCs. Is your handheld’s battery no longer hold- 
ing a charge the way it should? Is its antenna starting to look beat up? Does your Go Kit have some empty 
spaces? Work up a shopping list and get those things replaced. Don’t forget to use Amazon Smile; or better yet, 
get all your supplies at Pacificon. 


Speaking of Pacificon, you do have your registration, don’t you? It’s only two months away. Our new location at 
the San Ramon Marriott means it’s more convenient to most of our members, so there’s no need to delay. That 
also makes it easier for you to volunteer to help us. Pacificon never has enough volunteers to do it the way we 
would really like to. Go to http://www.pacificon.org/ to check out all the action and register. 


Our Technical Committee is about ready to go live with our new digital ATV system on North Peak. In fact, 
they may have done so by the time you read this. Look for an announcement on our Yahoo Group. They are also 
changing the frequency of the transmitter’s output a bit, to clear up some interference issues discovered during 
testing. No worries, though. I’m advised that resetting your receiver to the new frequency is as easy as pushing a 
button to rescan the band. If you don’t have a digital ATV receiver yet, think about getting one. Receivers are on 
Amazon for only $30 to $50. Pair that with a 1.2 GHz antenna pointed at North Peak and you’re on the air, pick- 
ing up four channels of digital-clear TV. I'll be looking for my antenna at Pacificon. 


The Training and Education Committee’s class to upgrade Technicians to General has begun, but it’s not too late 
to sign up if you’re interested. Send an email to HamRadioClass @ gmail.com to register and request informa- 
tion. 


Finally, please take a few minutes to study the proposed revisions to our bylaws, elsewhere in this edition. As 
explained in the introduction to them, it’s mostly cleaning up grammar and removing duplicate statements, but 
there are a couple of items that need your careful consideration. Please study them and come to the meeting pre- 
pared to discuss and vote on the revisions. We need a two-thirds approval from the members present in order to 
enact the changes.

BY-LAWS 


MOUNT DIABLO AMATEUR RADIO CLUB 
Amended February 20, 2009 
Amended May 15, 2010 
Amended August 21, 2010 
Amendments Proposed — August 3, 2015 


PREAMBLE 


The Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club has been organized for public and charitable purposes, specifically as an 
educational and scientific organization as defined and limited by U.S. Internal Revenue Code §501(c)(3). The 
specific educational, scientific and public welfare purposes of this corporation are as defined in Article II of the 
Articles of Incorporation. 


This corporation is organized under the Nonprofit Public Benefit Corporation Law of the State of California, 
Califomia Corporations Code TITLE 1, DIVISION 2, PART 2 and is not organized for the private gain of any 
person. 


ARTICLE I—- NAME, OFFICERS AND DIRECTORS 
Section 1. NAME 


This corporation shall be known as the "Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club", a California non-stock nonprofit 
public benefit corporation. 


Section 2. OFFICERS 

The officers shall consist of a President, Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer. All terms of office shall be one

Section 3. DIRECTORS AND EMERGENCY COORDINATOR 


In addition there shall be four Directors-At-Large and a fifth Director designated the Emergency Coordinator. Two 
Directors shall be elected each even-numbered year for a term of two years. The second two Directors shall be 
elected in odd-numbered years for a term of two years. The term of office of the Emergency Coordinator shall be 
for one year. 


Section 4. QUALIFICATIONS 


The Officers, Directors and Emergency Coordinator shall be elected from the membership and shall be Amateur 
Radio operators licensed by the United States of America. 


Section 5. ELECTION 


ARTICLE II - DUTIES AND AUTHORITY 
Section 1. PRESIDENT

Section 2. VICE PRESIDENT

A quorum at all membership meetings shall comprise ten percent of the General Membership present. A quorum at 
all meetings of the Board of Directors shall comprise fifty percent of the officers and directors in office. 


Section 1. ANNUAL DUES 


| 1. Any changes in the annual dues shall be voted upon by the Board of Directors and approved by a simple majority 


of the membership at a regular membership meeting. A proposal to revise the dues shall be published in a mailing ' 
to the members, one month before the membership vote. 


Section 2. NO ASSESSMENTS 


1. Club expenses may be defrayed by dues, donations, auctions or benefits, but not by assessment. 


Section 3. AUTHORIZED SIGNATURES 


1. All authorized checks shall be signed by the Treasurer, or any other officers designated by the Board of Directors. 


Section 4. NON-BUDGETED EXPENSES 


1. Motions to expend non-budgeted club funds shall normally be presented to the Board of Directors prior to 
presentation to the membership at a Regular or Special Meeting. 


Section 5. EXPENSES PROPOSED AT MEMBERSHIP MEETINGS 


1. Motions made at a regular membership meeting to expend funds not included in the budget shall not be acted 


upon at that meeting. Authorization to spend the proposed money shall be referred to the Board of Directors and no 
expenditure shall be made without their affirmative vote.
